of it. The Piniſter may jon with the Church-Wardens and Sidess 
men in the Pzefentment > and if they refuſe oz neglect their dutye, 
then the Piniſter /as the perſon who hath the Cure of Souls , and 
therefoze (hould uſe his beſt care foꝛ the ſuppꝛeſſing of fin and wicked- 
neſs in his Pariſh) may pꝛeſent alone, and may think himſelf in cen- 
ſctence obliged to do rt, as he defires the refozmation of his Pariſh, 
and the good of their ſouls. And as the faithful perfozmance of this 
duty by the Piniſter, Church-Wardens, and Side-men is an efpecial 
means appointed foꝛ the pzevention of diſozders, fins, and impieties,
